• WE HONESTLY TOOUGHT, until late last night, 
that It would be both possible and advisable for the 
University to again enter a basketball team in the 
Southern Conference. But after viewing the situation 
from the University’s viewpoint, and the results of 
Bill Myers’ efforts to obtain a schedule, we stand con- 
vinced.
